LOWER TAXES AND TAXATION 


REFORMS 


Adoption of income and inheritance 


taxation probably marked the greatest ad- 
vance toward limiting larga^ fortunes and 
restricting unwholesome accumulation of - 
wealth. The capitalist system, which al- 
lows every person to own the property 
which he earns, together with the wide 
range of free opportunity, has been an 
important factor in diminishing the' in- 
equalities of wealth. 
Nor can it be de- 


nied that progress has been made in de- 
veloping taxation along scientific 
and 


equitable lines. 


Taxation remains, nevertheless, one 


of our leading problems. 
We have not 


yet found Hie best means of applying it, 
and we have not yet learned to consider 
it to be, not a penalty on citizenship and 
possession, but as an obligation of citizen- 
ship for the privileges and benefits of 
government. 


One cause of dissatisfaction concern- 


ing taxation, is the immense waste of pub- 
lic revenue. 
'Another is the burden of 


taxation. 
Another is aUeged inequality 


of injustice. 
Another is the 
arbitrary 


method of assessment and collection, 
which does not allow satisfactory latitude 
for review or appeal. 


It is not surprising that the expert 


commission of the National Industrial 
Conference board not only criticizes the 
operation of the bureau of internal rev- 
enue, but recommends investigation of 
the whole tax structure. The inefficiency 
of the bureau, the impractical rules and 
abuses which have crept into the applica- 
tion of the income tax have,-the commis- 
sion finds, caused wholesale evasion of 
taxation. 


Taxes should be as low as possible; 


that is;- the government should procure 
ample revenue to carry on its work to the 
fullest needs and efficiency, but not to en- 
courage extravagance and waste. But it 
is not enough for taxes to be low; they 
should be equitable. The government 
should not only reduce taxes, but it should 
reorganize the bureau, modify rules, and 
in general make the adjustment and pay- 
ment of taxes simple and easy. There is 
room for many reforms.

Radio Tubes Which Have Lost 


Their Life Can Be Restored 


to Activity 


Appleton radio fans who havs trou- 


ble with their radio sets because the 
tubes have been subjected to exces- 
sive voltages, particularly the UV199 
and W201A tubes, will find the fol- 
lowing bulletin Issuod by a Milwaukee 
distributing house interesting. 
When Pither of the above radiotrons 


are subjected to excessive filament 
loltages by the user, the electron emis- 
sion may be reduced to the extent that 
the tube temporarily loses its 
sen- 


sitiveness and amplification properties. 


The use of excessive filament volt- 


ages over extended periods will gradu- 
ally cause a 
dpcreasa 
In 
emission 


which may not be noticed immediate- 
ly, but which will become evident al 
ter several hundred hours of usa. 
Whether these conditions 
come 


about rapidly or slowly depends upon 
the filament temperatures employed 
which of course, in turn, depend upon 
the voltage applied Irom tlie "A" bat 
terv. 
When a decrease in electron emis 


slon occurs from either of the above 
causes, the normal sensitiveness ant 
amplification of radiotrons UV199 and 


201A 
can be restored by a simple proc 


ess known as "reactivation," as fol 
lows' 
1 Place radiotrons In the socket o 


the radio set. disconnect the plate bat 
tery and apply a voltage to 
th 


filament terminals 10 ppr cent In ex 
cess of the normal rated -voltage (us 
accurate voltmeter) 


2. This means that 3.3 volts should 


be applied to the radiotron UV199 and 
5 5 volts to1 radiotron IJV201A.

The application of this voltage 


should extend over a period of from 
two to fifteen hours, depending upon 
the extent to which the electron emis- 
sion has decreased

To determine when the sensitive- 


ness of the tube has been restored, the 
filament voltage should be reduced to 
normal and the tube connected In n 
standard radio set in the usual way. 
This may bo done at the expiration of 
five ten or fifteen hours, and if 
at 


the'end of any ot these testing periods 
the tubes operate satisfactorily, a con- 
tinuation of the reactivation process is 
no longer necessary. 


The filaments of radiotrons UV103 


and 201A may be reactivated instan- 
taneously, but the process is not lec- 
ommended by the Radio corporation 
for the reason that the filaments might 
burn out 
It may be accomplished, 


however, by applying mstantaneously 
from 15 to IS volts of a standard "B" 
battery directly across the filament 
terminals of the tube—the briefer the 
period the less the danger of burning 
out the filaments After this has been 
done, normal voltage should be 
ap- 


plied to the tube filaments for one 
houc with the plate battery discon- 
nected. This last process should only 
be lesorted to where speed Is an Im- 
portant factor.
